Says Scott 
Not the GOP 
Spokesman

WASHINGTON (AP) - sen. 


Barry 
Goldwater has acidly 


criticized the Vietnam cease* 
fire proposal of Sen. Hugh Scott, 
adding the Republican leader 
does not necessarily speak for 
his GOP colleagues. 


It was the first flicker of con* 


servatlve Republican restive- 
ness since Scott, a self-de* 
scribed progressive, became 
GOP leader last month. 


Goldwater noted Scott had 


said he was not in the habit of 
clearing his ideas in advance 
with the White House. 


"I think it would be helpful if 


he would also state that he is 
not in the habit of clearing such 
statements with all members of 
his own political party in the 
Senate," Goldwater said. 


In advancing the plan for a

liberal bishops at the Roffiatt 
Catholic synod are making most 
of the headlines but the eonserv* 
atlves are fighting hard, 


The synod resounds with de» 


mands that the bishops get 
more voice in the governing of 
the Church, but prelates from 
such diverse places as the Vati- 
can Curia, new African nations 
and Communist Poland have 
been sounding persistent notes 
of caution. 


Dino Cardinal Staffa of the 


Curia, for example, had a sharp 
verbal clash last week with Bel* 
gian Cardinal Leo Suenens, the 
most outspoken liberal In the 
meeting, 


Cardinal Staffa, 63, brushed 


off the idea of any changes as 
unwise and took time out to 
complain that too many bishops 
used poor Latin in addressing 
the synod. 


The only American in the Cu- 


ria's top echelon, John Cardinal 
Wright, cautioned the bishops 
against demanding too much in- 
dependence for national church- 
es. He warned of a "danger of 
nationalistic division for Cathol- 
icism" and cited the 16th cen- 
tury schism that produced the 
Church of England. 


Some prelates from outside 


the Vatican oppose any sharing 
of the Pope's powers with the 
bishops 
because 
they feel a 


strong Pope is better for them 
back home. 


Leon Etienne Cardinal Duval 


of Algiers said that with decen- 
tralization bishops in underde- 
veloped countries might fall un- 
der the domination of those in 
industrial nations.

South Vietnam President Nguy- 
en Van Thieu on a timetable for 
withdrawing American troops 
from Vietnam. 


These sources say Thieu has 


given assurances his troops will 
do their best to replace the bulk 
of the 500,000-man American 
force by the end of 1970—with 
two major sets of circumstances 
influencing the pace of the pro- 
gram to switching the battle 
burden to the South Vietnamese. 


According to this schedule: 
— If the enemy maintains the 


present comb.it lull and if the 
Vietnamese forces get quicker 
training, it may be possible for 
the United States to withdraw 
men at the rate of 20,000 a 
month. 


— If the enemy steps up at- 


tacks or if there is a slowdown 
in the training of Vietnamese 
forces, 
the withdrawal pace 


would be slowed. 


Given the continued lull and 


the swift training of South Viet- 
namese 
fighting men, Nixon 


could pull out a total 300,000 ^ 
Americans by the end of 1970— 
including the 60,000 already or- 
dered home. 


The Asian sources say it 


would be difficult for South Viet- 
nam to stick to the schedule- 
but the South Vietnamese are 
determined to do their best to 
meet the target. 


The sources report the prob-

mountable barriers to removal 
of any substance from the ap- 
proved list— short of such cata- 
strophic findings as in the case 
of cvclamates. 


"The list is a bad, bad area

ington University in St. Louis. 


"For that reason," said Ol- 


ney, 
who conducted the chimp 


experiments, it should be con- 
sidered, I think, on the unsafe 
list until studies are done." 


Ley has acknowledged that 


MSG has no nutritive value and 
enhances the flavor of baby food 
only for the mother. An in- 
fants's taste buds are undevel- 
oped. 


"Our present position is based 


on the lack of adequate data 
that would implicate MSG as 
being harmful to human infants 
when ingested in amounts cur- 
rently in use," Ley commented. 


However, 
Dr. Jean Mayer, 


President Nixon's chief nutri- 
tion adviser, when asked Thurs- 
day if he had any qualms about 
adding MSG to baby food an- 
swered: 


"Since you asked me a direct 


question- I think the damn stuff 
should be removed."

Treatment of Piles 
Depends on Severity 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Is there any difference 


between piles and external 
hemorrhoids? What causes 
them? What is the best treat- 
ment? 


A—Piles are hemorrhoids. 


They may be internal, in- 
v o l v i n g the rectal veins 
above the outlet, or external, 
involving those close to the 
outlet. They may be caused 
by prolonged straining at 
stool, pregnancy or heredi- 
tary weakness of the tissues 
supporting the rectal veins. 


The best t r e a t m e n t de- 


pends on the location and se- 
verity. Astringent supposi- 
tories are often all that is 
needed to shrink the smaller 
ones but, when a clot forms 
in the hemorrhoid, it must 
be removed. This can be 
done with a simple incision 
but the victim is usually left 
with a small skin tag which 
may make it difficult to keep 
the area clean. When the 
hemorrhoids are large, com- 
plete removal of the en- 
larged veins is necessary. 


Q—My son, 20, had a hem- 


orrhoidectomy. How long 
should he wait after the op- 
eration before returning to 
work? 


A—In most cases, a person 


can return to work in three 
to 10 days. Hot sitz baths to 
relieve the pain and promote 
healing are usually started 
24 hours after the operation. 
The stools should be kept 
soft for two or three weeks. 


Q—Is vitamin C of value in 


p r e v e n t i n g the common 
cold? 


A—Controlled studies com- 


paring groups of p e r s o n s 
who did and did not take vi- 
tamin C daily have failed to 
show that the vitamin is of 
any value for this purpose. 
The best that can be said for 
this p r a c t i c e is that it is 
harmless. 


Q—How is jungle rot trans- 


mitted? How contagious is 
it? What is the best form of 
treatment? 


A—This vague expression 


usually refers to a persistent 
type of ringworm seen in 


hot, humid regions. It is 
caused by a fungus that is 
now widespread in the envi- 
ronment, even in the north- 
ern United States. It is al- 
ways worse in skin areas 
that are constantly bathed in 
sweat. Since the organisms 
are everywhere, getting the 
disease d e p e n d s more on 
lowered personal resistance 
than on contagion. Several 
e f f e c t i v e fungicides are 
available but recurrences 
are common.

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HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily Jan. 1, 1920, by his son, 
Ed. McCorkle, publishing until 
the 1929 consolidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year- 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Pi-ess. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 -Following Mr. Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 -With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish- 
ing Co. Washburn became 76 
per cent owner and president

WASHINGTON (AP) - Herri- 


fied Army lawyers are scram* 
bling to plug an apparent hole In 
the legal dike against conflict of 
interest actions by enlisted men. 


The hole has been there for 


some time, but the lawyers evi- 
dently did not realize it until 
they became concerned with 
graft 
allegations 
against 
a 


group of sergeants involved in 
operations of service clubs. 


What it boils down to is this: 
the Army's regulations bar- 


ring conflicts between private 
interests and official duties do 
cover enlisted men. 


But officials say the federal 


laws on which those Army regu- 
lations are based do not apply to 
enlisted personnel. 


Therefore, there is abigques- 


tion in the minds of Army law- 
Gers as to whether the conflict 
of interest regulation can be en- 
forced against men below com- 
mission rank. 


Army sources said Congress 


may be asked to close the 
broach. 


But officials indicated 


patchjob probably would 
permit disciplinary action 
past conflict of interest miscon- 
duct, only against future offens- 
es. 


However, Army authorities 


said there are other clearly val- 
id regulations and laws that 
could be brought into force for 
offenses other than possible con- 
flicts of interest. 


The Senate investigations sub- 


committee has heard testimony 
from one of its investigators al- 
leging that four veteran Army 
sergeants had financial inter- 
ests in a firm which did most of 
its business with servicemen's 
clubs in Vietnam. 


The four Thursday invoked 


the Fifth Amendment as a safe- 
guard against self-lncrimination 
repeatedly in refusing to answer 
questions about alleged irregu- 
larities.

lisher, the five besteelling 
magazines In the nation are 


TV Guide, Playboy, Woman's 
Day, Family Circle and The 
National Enquirer. 
The Enquirer just replaced The 
Reader's Digest, in the fifth 
spot. 
Does this slight shift 


imply the nation is getting less 
patriotic, scientific and heroic, 
less enamored of mother, home 
and selfless deeds? Does this 
slight decline mean that Edgar 
Guest, Horatio Alger, Poor Rich- 
ard and Arrowsmlth are not the 
viable ghosts they have been? 


Well, reading is a private 


matter for the public. You paj 
your nickel or your dollar and 
you take your choice. 
But a- 


side from Playboy, whose prin- 
cipal attraction is photogenic 
girls, none of the five qualifies 
remotely as a literary magazine. 
Playboy 
runs 
some top-flight 


short stories by 
outstanding 


authors and by able beginners. 
While some of Playboy's long In- 
terviews attack many problems, 
none of the top five has any 
basic literary, artistic, philo- 
sophical or dramatic concepts. 
None of the five is concerned 
with aesthetics, linguistics or 
humanities. 


With the possible exception of 


Playboy, 
none of the five is 


concerned with the true learn- 
ing process. 
Perhaps TV is

these best-selling magazines are 
the same people who yell so loud 
for quality education.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government has approved 680 
everyday food additives now on 
the market without requiring 
laboratory tests for safety. 


There was one more on a spe- 


cial government exempt list un- 
til the artificial sweetener cyc- 
lamate was banned last week 
for causing cancer in animals. 


The additives, ranging from 


the well-known flavor enhancer 
monosodium 
glutamate— MSG 


— to the little-known food pre- 
servative butylated hydroxytol- 
uene, occupy a special govern- 
ment list sanctioning general 
use. 


Substances on the list— some 


of 
them 
century-old 
cooking 


aids such as spices — enjoy 
congressional exemption from 
animal safety tests required for 
approval of most new additives. 


While the safety of most addi- 


tives on the list has never been 
seriously 
challenged, 
cycla- 


mates were on the market for 17 
years before tests showed they 
caused cancer in rats. 


A manufacturer may on his 


own initiative add a substance 
to the list. 


The 
government has never 


mounted a wholesale challenge

6,000 Planes 
Have Been 
Lost in War

SAIGON (Ap) - The 


Command announced today that 
American aircraft losses In 
Vietnam have reached 6,600, 
representing an estimated $6 
billion. 


A list of aircraft losses shows 


3,114 helicopters of half § doten 
types and 2,08$ fixed-wing air* 
craft including fighter-bombers 
and transports lost in North and 
South Vietnam since Jan, 1, 
1961, 


the summary said 1,353 heli- 


copters had been destroyed by 
enemy gunners across South 
Vietnam and 10 shot down over 
North Vietnam. Another 1,751 
helicopters have been lost to 
such other causes as rocket, 
mortar and ground attacks, col- 
lisions in the air and mechanl- 
cal trouble. 


In the fixed-wing category, 


921 planes were shot down over 
North Vietnam and 392 over 
South Vietnam. The summary 
said 1,573 planes were lost due 
to all other causes. 


Military spokesmen said there 


are now about 3,500 UJS. heli- 
copters and more than 1,000 
fixed-wing 
planes operating 


from bases in South Vietnam. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that the American sol- 
dier who returned Monday after 
being a captive of North Viet- 
namese troops for 4 
]/2 months 


was freed by his captors. A 
spokesman said Pfc. Jesse B. 
Harris Jr., 20, of Port Chester, 
N.Y., toM officers at the Long 
Binh hospital he was released 
and did not escape. 


Harris walked into an allied 


base 51 miles south of Da Nang 
on Monday. He was suffering 
from 
malaria and a slight 


wound in the right arm and is 
expected to leave for the United 
States In a week. 


The spokesman said he had no 


information on why the enemy 
freed Harris. 


The lull in the Vietnam war 


completed its seventh week to- 
day, but the U.S. Command re- 
ported slightly increased enemy 
activity along the Cambodian 
and Laotian borders. 


Responding to the possibility 


that the Vie_t. Cong and Nortn 
Vietnamese 
are 
positioning 


troops for a winter-spring cam- 
paign, U.S. B52s attacked ene- 
my staging areas 78 miles 
northwest of Saigon near the 
Cambodian border and Infiltra- 
tion corridors leading from Laos 
into the A Shau Valley west of 
Da Nang. 


U.S. reconnaissance patrols 


and Navy patrol boats screening 
infiltration routes near Saigon 
killed 50 enemy soldiers In half 
a dozen small skirmishes and 
reported one American killed. 


"There are definite indica- 


tions the enemy is preparing to 
resume his offensive activity," 
one official source said. "The 
timing is uncertain. He is pre- 
paring to give himself the option 
of launching a winter-spring
